8. F. 28, .
AN ACT authorizing the executive counecil to iesue and negotiate warrants in anticiya-

tion of the revenues of the state. [Amend«tory to title II, chapter 7, of the code, relating
to the executive council.]

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SectioN 1. Executive council—auditor’s warrants. The executive
council shall have power and awhority to issue and negotiate warrants,
bearing interest not to exceed five (5) per cent per annum, in anticipation of
the general revenues of the state for the fiscal year in which such warrants
are issued; but tbe aggregate amcunt cf such warrants shall not exceed the
estimaied revenue of the state for said year. Said executive council shall
issue ard negotiate such warravts only at such times as current revenues
may be insufficient to pay all warrants issued by tte aunditor of state. When-
ever it tecomes necessary to sell such warrants the executive council shall
advertise for sealed bids and shall dispose of the warrants to the highest
bidder or bidders ard shall ket p the bids on file and a record of the same and
of the parties purchasing the warrants.

SEc. 2. Im effect. This act, being deemed of immediate importance,
shall tske effect and be in force from and after its publication in the Iow4
State Register and Des Moines Leader, newspapers published in the city
of D«s Moines, Iowa.

CHAPTER 9.
8. F. 18,

AN ACT relating to the use of the notes of shorthand reporters a3 evidence. [Amenda-
tory to title 111, of the code, relating to couris of record.]

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SeEcTiON 1. Reporter’s notes as evidence. That the original short-
hand notes of the evide: ce, or any part thereof, heretofore or hereafter taken
upon the trial of any cause or proceeding, in any court of record of this
state, by the shorthand reporter of such court, or any transcript thereof,
duly certified by such reporter, when material and competent, shall be
admissible in evidence on any retrial of the csse or proceeding in which the
same were taken ard for purpcses of impeachment in any case, and shall
have the seme force and effect as a deposition, subject to the same cbjec-
tions so far as applicable. It shall be the duty of any such reporter, upon

. demand by any party to any cause or proceeding, or by the attorney of such
party, when such skorthand notes are offered in evidence, to read the same
before the court, judge, referee, or jury, or to furnish to any person when
demanded, a certified transcript of the shorthand notes of tke evidence, of
any one or more witnesses, upon payment of his fees therefor. When the
reporter taking such notes in any case or proceeding in court has ceased tobe
the reporter of such court, any transcript by him made therefrom, and
sworn to by him before any person authorized to administer an oath as a
full, true, and complete transcript of the notes of the testimony of the wit-
ness a transcript of whose testimony is demarded, shall have tte same
force and effect as though duly certified by the reporter of said court.
When any exhibit, record, or document is referred to in such shorthand
notes or transcript thereof the identity of such exhibit, record, or dgcu-
ment, as the one referred to by the wiitness. may be proven either by
the reporter, or any other person who Leard the evidence of the witness
given on the stand. No portion of the transcript of the shorthand notes
of the evidence of any witress shall te admissible as such deposition,
